1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-3 8 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 
2111.01 or In re Sneed , 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 
(Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in the independent claims including upgrading stored 
code for the processors, determining that a processor is bad, 
busying out a module so that no calls are processed through that 
module, and attempting recovery of the bad processor, as 
specified in claim 1; using a module controller, a memory and a 
plurality of DSPs, determining that a processor is bad and 
attempting recovery of a bad processor while the impact of 
recovery or upgrade is minimized while the overall system 
capacity is maximized, as specified in claims 7 and 23.
